Ross is the favourite centre from which to explore 
the beauties of the Wye Valley, the charms of which 
were first made known by John Egerton, Bishop of Dur¬ 
ham, who was rector of Ross 1745—71. It is a pleasantly 
situated town of 4,912 inhabitants, containing among 
other interesting buildings, a fine Church, (dedicated 
to St. Mary) the construction of which is intimately 
connected with John Kyrle, the “Man of Ross”. 
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
